THE NEW GOVERNMENT OF CHINA. 
. [he Times of April 4th in a leading 
article on “ Republican China ” says :— 
‘Whatever may be the precise political 
opinions of the new Ministers, they have 
marked advantages.over their predeces- 
sors under the old régime. All of them; 
ot almost all of them, have been educated 
abroad upon. Western lines; ‘and several 
of them have lived for years in Western 
countries, Men with this training, and 
with this experience can hardly holp lrav- 
ing a grasp of realities, and a power. of 
judging them soberly and sauely, which 
were. unknown to the ignorant obscuran-' 
tists of the Tsung-li-yamén and the. Wai- 
wu-pu.. :They are likely. enough to make 
mistakes in their efforts to solve the im-. 
menee problem before them, but their mis- 
takes will differ in kind from those of their 
predecessors. They may cherish a pro- 
found faith, and. even: an exaggerated 
faith, in the moral and material resources 
of their country ahd inthe possibility of 
developing those. ‘resources, within. a: few 
years.

establishment of the Nanking Republic, 
the Manchu Emperor’ abdicated, and the 
United Republic of China came into being. 
In celebration of this event Sun Yat-sen, 
the outgoing. Provisional President, who 
on. the previous day had laid down his 
office.in ‘favour of Yuan Shih-kai, proceed- 
ed on February 15 to the sepulchre of Chu 
Y¥iian-chang, founder of thé Ming dynasty, 
who is buried in the vicinity of ‘Nanking, 
his former capital, to inform the spirit, of 
the Emperor of the: glorious recapture 
of China. from the alien Tartar. dynasty, 
whose sway had lasted the full nine genera- 
tions foretold by an ancient prophecy. 
At. the head of hie Cabinet, attended. by’ 
civi] and military officials and with an im- 
posing escort, President Sun Yat-sen pro- 
ceeded to pay reverent obeisance at the 
mausoleum of the great founder of the 
dynasty, ‘At the entrance to the mauso- 
leum the party dismounted, and- passed 
into ‘the. place of -eacrifice immediate] 
overlooking the. lofty tumulur, within 
which the remains.of the Emperor rest. 
Here Sun Yat-sen performed the custom- 
ary sacrifice, and offered up the following 
prayor, the whole phrasing of which makes 
it worthy to be enshrined among the | 
classics of China, —...: 

_ The prayer is typical of the liturgy used 
in the Ancestral Temple, where every. im- 
portant event in 2 dynasty’s history is- 
always, arinounced ‘to the spirit tablet. of, 
the founder, ‘in conformity with'the Con- 
fucian principle of serving the dead as if 
they were present’ in the flesh, The style’ 
is the elaborate form employed in State 
ritual, but has @ special pathos of its own

occasion. It shows the detestation felt, 
for'the alien oppressor. ‘ 

The following is the prayer :-- 

Of old the Sung dynasty became effete,’ 
and the Liao Tartars and Yuan dynasty 
Mongols ‘seized. the occasion to throw 
this domain of China into confusion to the 
flerce indignation of gods and men. | It 
was then that Your Majesty, our founder, 
arose in your wrath from obscurity, and 
deatroyed those monsters of iniquity,.
